It Is time steps were being taken 
toward building a good road from the 
county seat of Lawrence to the Mor- 
gan und Elliott county lines, by way 
of Blaine town. The decision of the 
Court of Appeala preventing countlea 
rrom lending money to the State to use 
on the roads laid down on the map 
mude by the lust Legislature changes 
the sltuatlun somewhat as to Ijsw- 
rehee county. 

Our bond Issue of $260,000 was v^ted 
for four roads leading from the county 
seat. Three of these are provided for 
under tl" Stat.- niiip referred to Theli 
completion will be delayed by the de- 
cision of court, but the work will be 
.lone as rapidly as the State can get 
funds. 

This leaves only the Blaine route un- 
provided for. 

This Is a matter that should be 
Marled at unci- All the time between 
now and nuxt spring will be needed 
to get ready for work. The co-opera- 
tion of the State Roads department 
should be sought on survey und loca- 
tion with a view to getting this road 
added to the State projects later on, 
In which case the work done by the 
county would not be lost. Proper lo 
lion Is one of the most Important 
ings in road building and we should 
quit makln gthe mistake of wasting 
money on Improper locations. 

A considerable portion of the bond 
Issue can be used on the Blaine road 
and It should be done with aa little 
delay aa possible. We believe the fiscal 
court and the advisory commission are 
ready to act on this Important mutter.

The battalion of Federal soldiers on 
luty in the Mingo county coal Helda 
since the strike of miners was called 
almost three months ago has been 
withdrawn. Twenty-five troopers of 
the West Virginia Constabulary arrlv- 
i.l here to-day to take the places of 
the soldiers. An additional detach- 
ment is expected within a few days. 

The slate police will make their 
headquarters In Williamson and cover 
the Mingo coal flWds from here. 

Federal troops were brought Into 
Mingo county at the request of Gov- 
ernor Cornwall after a series of dis- 
orders attending the strike. 

The strike Is still on, but while there

Congress will be more strongly Re 
publican than it has been since the 
54th. 

Already It has been announced that 
the highest tnrlffs ever established in 
the United Stu'tes will be included in 
a new law by the recently elected 
Congress. The Democrats put the 
tariff Into the hands of a commission 
composed of Republicans and Demo- 
eras, to lake the matter out of poll 
tics and adjust rates to the best ad 
Vantage of the country at large. But 
the people voted for a big change and 
they must have It. The manufactur 
ers who put up the money want It 
buck. So if some plan can be devised 
to satisfy the consumer, we should nil 
be happy. 

Tennessee also transgressed and 
permitted some Republicans to slip 
Into office. 

Tammany traded off Cox and Roose- 
velt In an effort to save their candi- 
date for Governor, Alfred Smith. They 
came within 80,000 votes of putting 
him over. 

Senator Harding has gone to Pan- 
ama on a vacation and Governor Cox 
is planning a trip to Europe early 
next year. 

The north, east and west went wildly 
for Harding. 

The six negroes nominated by the 
Republicans In Ohio for State Senate 
and l.egislaure were all defeated. One 
of them, a Columbus negro, declares 
he will leave Ohio forever. He Is con- 
siderably peeved because of the defeat 
administered to him and his colored 
brethren. 

The Democrats In Kentucky gained 
one Congressman, defeating King 
Swope, the bonus bug. 

For the Drst time in her history 
Kentucky has a millionaire in the 
United States Senate for a full term. 



ROAD BONDS MAY BE IS8UED TO 
AMOUNT OF FIFTY MIL- 
LIONS. 



Legislation will be necesaary by the 
new Oeneral Assembly In regard to at 
least one of the two amendments to the 
constitution adopted at the recent elec- 
tion. 

Theee amendments are known as Uie 
good roads' amendment and the legis- 
lative amendment, both of which ap- 
pear lo have been adopted by decis- 
ive majorities. 

The Drst amendment gives to the 
Legislature authority to Issue bond6 
for construction and maintenance of a 
system of state roads and highways. 

The aggregate amount of bonds out- 
standing at any one time Is limited to 
860,000.000, and when an issue is au- 
thorized the Legislature at the sume 
time is required to provide for the col- 
lection of an unnuul tux sufllcient to 
pay -the Interest and to amortize the 
principal within 30 years. If a bond 
iaaue is decided on. the necessary ma- 
chinery will have to be set up for car- 
rying out the provisions of the amend- 
ment. 

Tlu-re are no indications as lo how 
large a bond issue is likely to be 
sought. There is some speculation as 
to whether or not an attempt will be 
made to issue the entire 860,000,000 of 
bond* In one lump. It is believed gen- 
erally that a bond Issue will be sought, 
however. 

The legislative amendment, in addi- 
tion to a provision to pay members of 
the Legislature a Hat sum for the term, 
Instead of on the present-day basis, 
also makes an important change in the 
meeting time of the Legislature. 

According to its provisions, the Leg- 
islature will convene Drst for a flf- 
teen-day session. During this period 
Its proceedings will be limited to the 
Introduction of bills and It will have 
Authority to pass only such measures 
as are deemed to be emergency bills 
and measures recommended by the 
Governor. At tin* end of 16 days a re- 
cess will be taken until March 4, when 
a forty-Dve-duy session will convene. 

During the second session business 
WlIJ be confined to considering and 
acting on measures introduced at the 
Hfte.-n-d.iy session. No new measures 
can be Introduced or considered un- 
less they are recommended by the 
Governor to be emergency measures. 
The advantage claimed for this "dou- 
ble-barrelled" session is that It will 
give to the voters time to familiarize 
themselves with proposed measures 
and to permit their attitude to be 
known. 

There was little outward signs of 
pposltion to the legislative amend- 
ment, the Innovations having been re- 
garded as worth a trial at least. Con- 
siderable opposition, however, develop- 
d previous to the election against the 
so-called good roads' amendment,much 
of the opposition coming from Char- 
leston, where one of the newspapers 
had waged an active campaign for the 
defeat of the measure for weeks pre- 
ceding the election. 

It was contended that the amend- 
ment was^ drawn crudely, one of Its al- 
leged defects being that It provided 
that the money must be spent upon 
roads connecting county seats. This, 
It was argued, would work to the dis- 
advantage of those counties, Including 
Kanawha, which already have con- 
structed this class of roads and that 
such counties would not benefit by the 
measure. Another serious defect al- 
leged was the failure of the amend- 
ment to provide for the abolition of the 
County Court system of building roads. 



I*arls.— Nearly 9,000 bodies of Amer- 
ican soldiers who died or were killed 
In France during the war, have been 
shipped to the United States and turn- 
ed over to their nearest relatives, and 
1.800 more await shipment at French 
ports. The work of removing the bod- 
ies of fallen Americans is expected to 
be completed by next summer. 

Nearly 60 per cent of all the bodies 
of American officers and enlisted men 
buried in French soil will be returned 
to the United States. Nearly 2.000 
men will work all winter in order to 
complete the removals by next sum- 
mer.

CONVICT ARRE8JED 

IN PARSONS CASE 



Harlan. Ky., November 6.— Dr. H. C. 
WInnes, formerly of Cincinnati, ar- 
rested at Frankfort November 4 and 
brought to Harlan for questioning In 
connection with the murder of Mlsa 
I-aura Parsons, teacher at a Pine- 
Mountain settlement school, was ar- 
raigned in county court to-day. 

The court decided that It had no- 
Jurladictlon In the case and passed It 
to the circuit court, which promptly 
ordered Dr. WInnes to be released. 

Miss Parsons was slain on a lonely 
mountain trail September 7. Dr. WIn- 
nes told the grand Jury that Investi- 
gated the murder that he probably waa 
one of the last persons who saw her 
alive, having met the teacher and talk- 
ed with her a few minutes at Dillon, 
not far from the scene of the murder.' 

Dr. WInnes said he took a circuit- 
ous route over the mountain and nev- 
er saw her again. 

James Robinson, a negro working on 
roads at a convict camp near the scene 
of the crime, is accused of having slain 
the teacher. He was arrested several 
days ago on leaving prison after hav- 
ing served a term for robbery and was 
taken to Harlan. . 

LATER;— Dr. WInnes has been re- 
arrested and will be given an examin- 
ing trial.

Washington. Oct. 29. An Intimate 
picture of the "manner of man this 
Woodrow Wilson really Is," liaxcd on 
ten years as his private secretary and 
touched lure and there with hitherto 
unpublished Incidents In the I'resi- 
dent'l Official life, was drawn Insl ci iff lit 
by Joseph P. Tumulty, speaking to a 
mass meeting Just over the line in 
Maryland. 

Text of Speech.

Tumulty, "merely to talk fm a little 
while uboul the man who for eight 
stirring years has been the nation's 
leader, a man as strangely misunder- 
stood by some and as violently mis- 
represented by otheis as any man in 
the whole history of American polities 
sinee the great ITealdenl Washington 
cried out, after years of mallKnant 
misrepresent! I Ion, that 'he had never 
repented hut once huvitiK slipped the 
moment id resinning his office, and 
that he hail rather he In his grave than 
In his present "Hunt hot ' 

"I have long wanted til tell the 
puimtr) of the manner of man this 
Woodrow Wilson really is. hut have 
refrained because I knew' that he him- 
self would not have approved, lie who 
shrinks from aelf -exploitation, would 
resent exploitation by hi- friends And 
ii wliile he was a candidate for office, 
r appealing lu tie i-ountr) lo elwl a 
Congreas that would support his poli- 
cies. I have put a Heal on my hps. hard 
as it has lie, -n to do an 

"It, therefore, seems to mi not Im- 
proper that Just i, , -ton' the curtain 
rises on the last art. I modest I) step 
out from my obscurity In tin wings 
mil ti ll Ihe audience a t, v. minus 
i bold the leading actni in this great 
drama of tin- laal elghl years, the 
stormiest ami most pregiinnl period 
in ail tin lilatori nt tin world 

'As form) i Ti dent la.s. I hnv*| known 
Woodro« Wilson for len years lu the 
intimate relationship of a private Her- 
nial) I ma) he presumed to know al 
leaal as much ubuui him as the Ken- 
• i inen who dlacourae volubly of him 
in pullman smokers, on tin golf links 
ind in tin- clubs, who assure you thai 
ill tiny day Is fait for tin) had it mi 
Ihe word of a ft n nd of a friend who 
paaaed through Washington once nnd 
heard a man say that anothet man 
I aid. etc . etc. 

It was In the autumn of 1910 that 
I auddenl) realised that out of the 
i -blisters of n college there had emerg- 
,,| the leader for whom 1 and many 
like me of ihe younger generation of 
the politically ardent hail been seek- 
iiik In vain, n man who could put Into 
words, simple words, hut words aflame 
uith truth, ihe things after which we 
had l,i en Miguel) gropltiK, and a man 
who could, would and did measure up 
his acts to his words 

"We felt, passionately felt, that the 
AmerieAn Government, national and 
State, was not functioning as the 
founder! had Intended It should func- 
tion. As a member of the New Jersey 
Legislature 1 had been Assisting In 

getting tiew laws on the statute hunks, 

laws Intended to correct flagrant 
thuses. Abuse* known to all men, but 
cynically assumed to he Inseparable 
from the American type of govern- 
ment 

"Resentfully I felt that the fault was 
not with Ihe type of Government, but 
with distortions of It which the pow- 
erful, the Interested, the sinister had 

1 n able lo accomplish Hut while we 

youngsters fumed and fretted and 
Urged partial reforms, the ureal vested 
Interests quietly kepi on buying what 
they wanted and we couldn't stop 
them. 

"Then from quiet, sheltered Prince- 
ton, there came n professor who laid 
Ihe axe al the root of Ihe tree, who 
showed us that the cure consisted, not 
lu elaborating more machinery, hut In 

simplification, in tearing sway accum- 
ulated ami superfluous mechanism. In 
putting the people of New Jersey In 
direct and personal contact with the 
Government of New Jersey. 

"He Insisted that the visible head of 
the State, the Governor, must be the 
real head, that the people should hold 
him personally responsible, lie prom- 
ised the people of New Jersey that If 
they should choose him for Governor 
he would he the lender of the State 
and return their Government to them, 
which he did through the enactment of 
humane and progressive laws, embody- 
ing Tour fundamental principles of self. 

government. 
"Six months after his Inauguration 

these principles had been enacted Into 
law. New Jersey was awake. Sud- 
denly the Stale became synonymous 
with enlightenment and liberation. 
During his campaign for Governor, 
very shortly after his nomination. 1 
came to know him personally. Of 
course, 1 was campaigning for him and 
our Itineraries brought us together til 

Lakewood, N. J. After thai i subse- 
quently spoke from the same platform 
with him, came to know the man him- 
self, quickly came to love him for his 
heart as I had admired htm for his 
great brain. 

"It Is Impossible to tell you how 
proud 1 Was when he Invited me lo 
become his private secretary In Tren- 
ton or how solemnly gratified 1 was 
when, after he was elected President, 
he Invited me to come to' Washington 
as his private secretary. 

"March 4 1 shall have completed ten 
years, two months and four days of 
this Intimate, official, personal asso- 
ciation. The task has been arduous 
I save aciiuireil enemies. I have been 
through many trying experiences but 
I h ive had my reward. I look on this 
seething caldron of politics and 1 see 
men torn asunder with malice and 
suspicion. I behold their strivings and 
disappointments and there comes over 
me a great serenity Let the future 
bring what It will, I have had this su- 
preme Satisfaction, thai for ten years 
I have been tied up with the greatest 
■nan of the age and the greatest force 
for public good in all the world al this 



present time. 

"Woodrow Wilson is a builder His 
mind Is constructive, and under his 
direction there was. during hla first 
term as President, the greatest record 
of constructive legislation in any four 
years of our country's history. 

"I saw arise under his direction and 
leadership tin- establishment of the 
Federal Reserve System, the revision 
of the tariff, the establishment of ru- 
ral credits, enacment Into law of the 
nonpartisan tariff commission, the en- 
rouragement of pan-Amerioantsm, the 
great reaches of Alaska opened up to 
commerce and development, the dollar 
diplomacy destroyed, corrupt lobbies 
driven from the nation's capital, the 
Federal Trade Commission created, 
child labor legislation enacted. the 
parcel post and rural free delivery de- 
veloped, good roads hill passed, eight - 
hour laws adoptod, the Smith-Lever 
bill for Improvement of agricultural 
conditions enacted into law. the ware- 
house act passed. Federal employment 
bureaus created, the workmen's com- 
pensation act put into force and till 
greatest war In nil history brought to 
a successful conclusion under his In 
spiring leadership. 

"I saw him firmly hold our nation In 
neutrality In most trying circumstances 
of the World War. I know how his 
heart flamed against Ihe outrages 
Which Germany was committing, but 
he knew Ihe responsibilities of bis 
office and he knew better than anyone 
else that the general mind of America' 
wns not prepared for war. 

"He hoped even against hope that 
the United Slates might he able to 
serve the cause of Justice and democ- 
racy as a mediator between the con- 
tenders. At last came the direct 
challenge from Germany, tin- an 
nouncement, In direct violation of sol- 
rine warfare

"Aprll 'I IIIT, President Wilson rode 
to the f'apltol and read, amid wild 
cheers from the Hour and galleries, 
the great w ir message, one of the Im- 
mortal documents of history, which 
will continue to he read through ages, 
read as long as the Knglish language 
remains a living tongue It will he read 
as long as men love liberty, have faith 
In Justice and respect human rights 
tin thai fateful day I rode with him 
i •■ok from tin- Capitol to the White 
Hons,-.

"My friends, that simple remark Is 
one Key lo an understanding of Wood- 
i*i w Wilson 

"All politicians pretend to hate nnd 
dread war, hut Woodrow Wilson really 
hates and dreads n m all of the fibers 
of his human soul, bates It and dreads 
It because he has an imagination and 
a heart, an imagination which shows 
his sensitive perception of the an- 
guish and the dying which war en- 
tails, a heart which yearns and aches 
ever every dying soldier and bleeds 
afresh with each new-made wound. 

"When word came, back In 1913. 
thai a German vessel, laden Willi muni- 
tions was on Its way to Mexico. Pres- 
ident Wilson was In telephonic com- 
munication with Secretaries Ilryan 
and Daniels. After the situation had 

I n stated over the telephone the 

voice came back clear and tlrm: 

"Order Admiral Mayo lo take Vera 
Cruz at once ' I was on the telephone 
at the time and listened to the con- 
versation Hint took place between the 
President and Secretaries Itryan and 
Daniels Just before I cut ofT the con- 
nect Ion 1 said a word to the President 
about the tragedy of It all. His voice 
responded, no longer clear, but muffled, 
as when one chokes hack a sob: 

"•What do you think of it. Tumulty? 
It means death It breaks my heart, 
but II must be done.' 

"You will recall that some of our 
marines were killed at Vera Cruz. 
When the news came the President 
was abnormally unlet all day. He went 
about his business methodically, with 
his usual clear Judgment nnd prompt 
decisions, hut that night he sal silent 
for a long time. 

"Al last he said: '1 cannot get it off 
my heart, it had to be done. It was 
right, nothing else was possible, but 1 
cannot forget thai It was I who had to 
order those young men to their deaths.' 



"When the bodies of (be marines 
were subsequently brought to New 
York for burial, the President signified 
his intention of leaving Washington, 
and riding in the funeral procession 
at the City of New York. Some t-ls- 
qUletlng rumors reached the Secret 
Service officers of an attack that 
might be made upon his life, and the 
President was urged to cancel his trip 
to New York. 

"When it was found that his deter- 
mination to go was irrevocable, it was 
suggested that he review the proces- 
sion from a stand and not take part 
In the march along the whole danger- 
ous line of the parade. His answer 
was a curt refusal to comply with the 
suggestion. 

"(me undertook to argue with him. 
saying: 'You will show all proper re- 
spect by appearing In the reviewing 
stand The country rannot afford to 
lose Its President' His reply was: 'The 
country cannot afford to have a cow- 
ard for President" This was his brief 
and Una I answer. He rode in the pro- 
cession. 

"1 have seen the great heart of 
Woodrow Wilson In action. In con- 
sidering appeals for pardon, civil and 
military, he must uphold the law, hut 
his heart aches when he has to confirm 
the death sentence. And because of 
his humanity and his imagination he 
makes all legitimate allowances for 
the infirmities of the flesh. 

"Instances are loo numerous for 
cataloguing them. Let one suffice, a 
privileged case that got a lot of no- 
toriety In the newspapers, the ease of 
Ihe American sentries condemned to 
death by military law because they 
fell asb-ep at their posts. The offense 
was serious; the law definite and 
clearly applicable, thai whin a sentry 
falls asleep al his post, facing a dim- 
erous . nemy, the penalty is death 

"The President knew the gravity of 
the offense, hut he also knew the sim- 
ple human facta that lay behind the 
offense and thai these lads, because of 
military emergency had not slept for 
day s 

"Military law may be ton rigid, to 
take cognizance of these simple, hu- 
man consiiler&t ions, but Ihe President 
can. This President did He knew 
thai great nature had asserted itself, 
thai Hie exhausted laws, under its 
spell, were helpless He commuted 
t lo ir senlenct s. 

"Tin very sternness of Woodrow 
Wilson is Just the reverse of his hu- 
mane nature, lie hates Injustice with 
in Implacable haired. The essence of 
the German cause was Injustice The 
diplomatic history of Kuropc is a rec- 
ur,! of injusfice to small and helpless 
nations. Nothing was more natural 
llinn that W Irow Wilson should be- 
come the champion of Ihe small na- 
tions. 

"Winn tin die was cast, when the 
challenge came from Germany to 
Ami :ica. when the American popular 
mind was ready for war, Woodrow 
Wilson, the lover of peace ihe once 
• M laimed at »a critical period in the 
negotiations, 'I have a passion for 
peace'!. Ibis same Woodrow Wilson 
became the most uncompromising ad- 
vocate of ihe most stringent measures 
for conducting the war. thereby lo has- 
ten the end of the war, to bring Ger- 
many lo Ihe swiftest possible reckon - 
. to clear the war for a rearrange- 
ment of a concert of nations on a 
basis whereon a permanent, peace 
could be secured. 

"Of all Ihe speeches made during 
Ihe great war none was more warlike 
than the speech which Woodrow Wil- 
son made to the naval officers of the 
Atlantic tleet August 11, 1 1* 1 7 . No 
speech by an American statesman ever 
compared in audacity with that speech. 
Remember what he said to tho naval 
officers of that tleet? 

"We are hunting hornets all over 
the farm and letting the nest alone. 
None of us knows how to go to the 
nest and crush It, nnd yet 1 despair of 
hunting for hornets all over the sea 
when I know where the nest Is and 
know that Ihe nest is breeding hornets 
as fast as 1 can find them. I am will- 
ing for my part and I know you are 
willing, because 1 know the stuff you 
are made of— I am willing to sacrifice 
half the navy. Great Britain and we 
together have lo crush that nest, be- 
cause if we crush It the war Is won.' 

"It was lie who insisted on the min- 
ing of the North Sea to cut off the 
German hornets Inside so that the 
hornets could not escape from their 
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base. Kxperts said that It could not 
,e done. The civilian Wilson said it 
could be done, must be done and it was. 

"It brought the German submarine 
warfare to an end. It was the civilian 
Wilson who broached the plan for 
combining Ihe allied Powers In the 
West under the supreme command of 
General l-'och. In order that all the 
allied forces could he concentrated on 
the German forces to crush them. 

"The morcirul Wilson urged at ev- 
ery point the most perfect means of 
carrying on legitimate war in order to 
end war. In his mind the supreme 
object of this war was to end war — 
first, by crushing the military powers 
of Central Kurope, and then by the 
advancement of a plan to remove from 
diplomatic and international dealings 
the perfectly well-known causes of 
general war. to put international rela- 
tions on an entirely new basis, In 
which a community of nations should 
protect all and each from exploitation 
a ml aggression. 

'lie has Insisted on Article X as the 
heart of ihe covenant because he knew 
that only by combined action could 
Hi' territorial Integrity and political 
liu ependence of nations be preserved 
from aggressive attacks by ambitious 
I,;,' iocs 

'In his insistence on Article X Pres- 
ident Wilson wished to forestall the 
necessity of the United States going 
to war by making the United States 
i participant in a plan to prevent the 
beginning of such a war. He wished 
to stop the next war before It should 
begin. 

In all ihe insincerities of American 
poinds there is nothing to match the 
Insincerity of the Republican conten- 
tion I li-tl the League of Nations will 
promote war. 

I.Ike all the world's great liberators, 
he has kept the vision of the future 
and counted as nothing his own life 
nave as he could make II serve to in- 
sure a better future. 

Study Ihe ri rd anil you will lind 

that no other President has consulted 
so much with Congress, with Senators 
and with Representatives, singly and 
in groups In the White House and in 
lip- consultation room at the Capitol. 

"They know it. They tlnd it con- 
venient to deny it for partisan advan- 
tage. 

"There occurred a little Incident in a 
Western Stale that most Presidents 
would have had telegraphed all over 
tin- country. Bxhaustod by his pub- 
lic engagements, racked with pain, he 
nevertheless slipped away quietly one 
afternoon with Mrs Wilson lo pay a 
visit lo some friends of his first wife. 

Vlng in a little cottage in a side 
Sin i-t of the town. 

Any other man I ever knew would 
have excused himself from making the 
ITnrt, hut having made the effort 
most men would have dropped a hint 

io somebody to tip off the newspaper 

hoys. Here was a human interest 
story. Here was something that yvould 
ink well in print. He does not know 
how to turn a kind and self-sacrificing 
act to political advantage. 

"And as his secretary and knowing 
the value of publicity lo a man seek- 
ing votes, I have often been vexed that 
he did not play up heller, but as his 
friend and admirer I have loved him 
because he did not. There Is some- 
thing too line in his nature for the 
dramatics and posturings of the politi- 
cal game as it is usually played. 

"I recall a little Incident at Seagirt. 
A Journalist had written him up and 
we wanted him to do one of the little 
stunts that the public dearly lovea to 
read about. He said to me. Tumulty, 
you must realize that I nm not built 
for these things. I do not want to be 
displayed before the public. If 1 tried 
lo do It, I would do it badly. 1 want 
people to love me, but they never will.' 

"I have never forgotten the wistful 
tones in which he spoke those last 
few yvords, 'but they never will.' This 
lonely man is lonely not because he 
disdains love. He craves It with all his 
soul. He ie lonely because of his gen- 
ius. The greatest genius always walks 
companionless, We all love (he stories 
of Lincoln, the companionable. the 
easy-going, the familiar' old Abe,' hut 
any close student of Lincoln's life, 
character and career, knows that he 
was the loneliest man of his age. He 
had not one single confidant, not one 
single intimate companion. Sadness Is 
written in his fact 

"So it Is with Woodrow Wilson. He 
would love to feel the familiar touch 
of the ordinary camaraderie of lire, 
but it cannot be so. The knowledge 
that It cannot be saddened him from 
the outset. 

"It is in this service that he enlisted 
for life, as he himself states, and it is 
in this service that he broke, and after 
hre aking kept on lighting. 

"Two pictures are In my mind. First 
the Hall of Representatives crowded 
from Moor to gallery with expectant 
throngs. Presently It is announced 
that the President of the United States 
will address Congress. There steps out 
to the speaker's desk a straight, vig- 
orous, slender man, active and alert 
He is SO years of age. but he looks not 
more than 4,1, so lithe of limb, so alert 
of bearing, so virile, it is Woodrow 
Wilson reading his great war message 
The other picture is only three and a 
half years later. 

"There is a parade of veterans of the 
Croat War. They are to be reviewed 
by the President on the east terrace 
of the White House. In a chair sits a 
man. your President, broken in health 
but still alert in mind. His hair is 
white, his shoulders bowed, his tlgure 
bent. He is sixty-three years old but 
In- looks older. It Is Woodrow Wilson 
Presently In the procession there np- 
pears an ambulance laden with w ound 
ed soldiers, the maimed, the hall and 
the blind. As they pass they salute, 
slowly, reverently. 

"The Pies dent's right hand -;oe* U| 
in answering salute. I glance at him 
There were tears in his eyes. Tht 
wounded Is greeting tho wounded; 
those In the ambulance, he In th 
chair, are, alike, casualties of th 
Great War. 

"1 don't believe in his heart Presl 
dent Wilson regrets his wounds, 
fancy he realises no man would die In 
a greater cause, but I do sometimes 
wonder if it ever seems to him strange 
that when a man has been seriously 
wounded In his country's serv.ci 
should meet with sneers and calumnies 
from his countrymen. 1 think already 
the better nature o.' America Is awak- 
ening. Those who have Joined In the 
chorus of calumnies begin to grow 
ashamed of their unchivalrous conduct, 
begin to resent the tricks of politicians 
which regulled them into basing their 
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attitude. 

•'Woodrow Wilson will pr 
make his exit from the political 
I am human enough, and all the frisk 
are very human, to want him to Ire* 
for many years, not only for the sabs 
of his personal friends and the grant 
books which he is going to write, hat 
also the vindication which is sure as 
come. 

"Sometimes when I ride around the 

speedway and look at the tall 
obelisk and tirecian temple that 
as monuments to Washington and I 
-oln, I catch myself wondering if : 
from the spirit world ever look I 
upon these commemorations in 
lasting stone, and smile through 
ful spirit eyes, and think that it 
have been happier for them 
if their countrymen had given 
more of their hearts during their Ufa 
time and less of stone after death. 
They asked for bread, the bread of 
humr.nity. sympathy and understand- 
ing and we gave them stone. 

"Woodrow Wilson will have hist 
monuments; tin future generation* 
will see him clear eyed and unpreju- 
diced as one of America's 
but I want him to live to realise 
he has a place in the warm hearts SB? 
his countrymen while he lives. 

"I want him to realize that wish 
which he expressed several years ags* 
when he said: 'I want people to 
me.' I want him to realise that 
was modestly mistaken when he i 
'They never will.'
